Seat  Red  Faction, 
Or  Pro-Western? 
This  Delays  Talks 

GENEVA,  May  12  (UPI)— The  14-na- 
tion conference  on  the  future  of  Laos  was 
postponed  today  at  least  until  tomorrow. 

A British  spokesman  announced  the  delay 
without  explanation  shortly  after  a meeting 
between  British  Foreign  Secretary  Lord 
Home  and  Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Andrei 
Gromyko,  co-chairmen  of  the  conference.  The 
conference  had  been  scheduled  to  start  this 
afternoon. 

NO  FIRM  DATE  was  set  for  the  start  of 
talks.  Sources  said  there  was  hope  they 
! would  get  underway  tomorrow. 

The  postponement  came  after  the  Inter- 
national Control  Commission  had  reported 
; that  a general  cease-fire  exists  in  Laos. 

SECRETARY  OF  STATE  Dean  Rusk, 
Home  and  French  Foreign  Minister  Maurice 
Couve  De  Murville  studied  the 
report  together,  and  agreed  it 
met  Western  requirements  for 
start  of  the  talks.

A British  spokesman  said  the 
cease-fire  report  was  “reasonab- 
ly satisfactory,”  And  an 
American  spokesman  said  “the 
cease-fire  is  no  longer  an  issue.”
